Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new 
and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 21-27 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claims are directed to 
a recording medium storing nonfunctional descriptive material. 

Regarding claim 21-27 and 29, claims 21-27 and 29 recites, ' a computer-readable 
medium storing a computer program for causing a computer to execute a data processing 

method, said data processing method comprising the steps of The present Application 
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disclosure states, 'the program may be transferred to the computer from website either wirelessly 
through a digital satellite broadcast link or in wired fashion over a LAN (local area network) or 
the Internet. The computer may receive the transferred programs through a communication block 
108 and have them installed onto the internal hard disk 105. The broadcasting satellite or the 
internet or the wire are mediums that records the program that is readable by a computer and 
therefore the claims are non-statutory. See MPEP 2106.IV.B.1. See pages 107-109 of the 
specification.
